GHAPTER IT 
THE TRADITION AMD ITS LEGAL ASPECTS 


Prier te the close of the war between the United 
States and Mexico, Roman Gatholic missionsries had been the 
only group actively engaged in the interest of religious 
amd educational betterment of the inhabitants of the land 
now called New Hexieo.? 

Two years later, acting on the petition of the Council 
of Saltisere, Fope Pius IX established by decree a Vicariate 
apostolic for Res veubeie Within two weeks the Reverend John 


B. Lamy, (d- February 13, 1888), of the Gincimati diocese, 
eng appointed its Vicar Apostolic July 23 1850, with the

I. EXTINCT PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
A. SISTERS OF LORATTO 


The Giatere of Loretto at the Foot of the Gross who /\ 
arrived in santa Fe in September, 1852, and founded Our Ledy 
of Light Convent there in November of the same year were the 
first community of Catholic religious to come to the Terri- 
tory of New Mexico for the sole purpose of educating the 
people. For a detailed account of the early work of these 
Sieters in New Mexico and elsewhere the reader is referred 
to a book written by Anna C. Minogues Loretto anmale of the 
Century, lela-1912.4 A

Ann at the Convent of Our Ledy of Laight, Santa Fe, data con- 
cerning the public school formerly conducted by the Sisters _ 
of Loretto in thet city were given. In an adobe building on 
the convent grounds three very large rooms were given over to 
public-school instruction from 1891 to 1900. ‘The Sisters 
supplied these roome rent-free for the city. The public 
school was not a branch of Gyr Ledy of Light Convent, in that 
the administration and supervision of the former were con 
pletely separate from that of the convent, which wee~-and 
etill is--a private boarding and day school for girls. 

In the decade that this public school existed two 


Sisters and ore lay teacher conducted the classes. Often as 
many a¢ 300 children were in attendance at one time, making 


the three huge rooms extremely overcrowded. The txo Sisters 
- each received @ anlary of $90 per month from the school board 
and from this inoose the Sisters paid the lay teacher. ~— 
The Reverend Mother Superior did not care for the 
Sisters to attend evening public meetings at which they were 
expected to be present in sonnection with their public-schesl] 
worke They asked to be relieved of public-school duties, and 
accordingly when the board met im the fall of 1900 they acted 
upon the Sisters’ request. For some reason it wee desirable 
- at this time to conceal the fast thet the Sisters no longer — 
wished to engage in public-school inetruction, and it was |

Thus, unlike some cases wherein the school board mo 
longer wished to employ religious as teachers merely because 
they were religious, when the Sisters of Loretto left the 
Ganta Fe public school system--although for purely political 
reasons some third parties wished to make an open controversy 
of the matter~-their departure from the city echools was & 
step mutually secepted and desirable both for the Sisters 
and for the school boards 3

However in 
1903, e# the pastor wished to open a hospital and secure the 
services of a comunity of Sisters that conduct bath schools 
and hospitele, the Lorettines, strictly a teaching erder, 
withdrew from Taose But when the paetor was umeble toe secure 
the services of an order such as ho desired, the Sisters of 
‘Loretto accepted his invitation to return and conduct the 
echeol in 1904. Tey heave been in charge of the school ever 
since. In 1929 when thie echool sensed to be public it 
became a parochisl institution and ite nase changed to that 
of the parish, Saint Joseph". | 3 

fwo Sisters teught grades 1«¢ from 1904-1906 in this 
school, and for the years thet followed the sanc mmber of 
Sisters taught grades 1-8. In 1906 two girls and one boy 
_ Peceived the firet state elementary-sehool diploms in Taos 


County as they were graduated from this school. Towarte the 


close of the peried 1891-1912 the two Sisters received a 
Salery from the county board of 67% per month for seven 
months. ‘Then in the latter year their salaries were raised 

In 1923 the county erected a school building. Before 
classrooms in the old convent rent-free. But after the 
erection of the new building the county paid the Sisterp a 
nominal rent for the rooms, as they continued to be used for 
public-school instruction. 

Other information secured in the talk with Sisters 
Angelica and William ann wee that the latter while stationed 
at Secerre in 1890 journeyed to Albuquerque, where she was

Guba is eighty-six miles from Albuquerque end sixty- 
eight miles from Bernalillo, the nearest railrosd station. 
. It_ie situated in « valley in the heart of mowiteine. as 
in most towns of Hew Mexico, the houses are built of adobe, 
though here end there stends a frame dwelling. ‘The popu- 
lation of Cuba in 1934 was 230, and in 1940, 1,051. 

‘The largest buildings ere the church and school, both 
constructed of adobe and cemented on the outside, giving thes 
a finished, durable eppearance.

SAN FIDSI, Nes 


On Federal Highway 66, about sixty miles west of albu- 
querque, lies the old village of Sun Fidel. ‘he pecple af 
aluost all of whom are a aixture of Spanish and Indien 
descent. xcept fer its age, the place can boast of no other 
remarkable feature. 7 

The Poor Sisters of Saint Prancis Seraph of the Perpet- 
wal Adoration arrived in San Fidel September 1, 1921. They 
had come by train from Albuquerque te Laguna, the nearest 
station, situated sixteen miles frou their new home. Tne her 
erend Father Robert Kalt, pestor of Ban Yidely met them with 
his Ford, three Sisters started the mosion at san Fidel. 
Their home was an old adobe house of four rooms, the oratory, 
dormitory, storeroom, sui conbination kitchen and refectory. 

School opened September 9, with an enrollment of about 
forty or fifty, in the old district school budlding sone four 
or five city bivcks from the Sisters’ home. Thers were two 
classroomsy one housing grades 1-4 and the other grades 5-7. 
Schoole wore closed the first week in October because of an 
epidemic of diphtheria, but reopened again later in the term

I. SISTERS OF THE SORROWFUL MOTHER 


“RIBERA AND GAN MIGUEL — 


On a winding, dirt side-road about two miles from the 
nearest paved thoroughfare, Federal Highways 84-85, lies the 
little village of Ribera with a predominantly Spanish-American 
population of about 350. Om the same read and a mile farther 
from the highway stands the even smaller hamlet of San Miguel; 
where this road meets New Mexico State Highway 3 is situated a 
town of about 600 population, called Villemueva. All thres 
axe tu Seer Miquel. couniiy: anh see 4yphead 014 Spebib-Waeten 
villages.

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Saeed on over three yeara research into the matter 
this investigator has come to the conclusion that it is impos- 
‘sible at thie time to forecast positively that the practice of. 
having religious teach in Kew Mexice public schools will 
increase or decrease in the future. That the reader may draw 
his own conclusions before thoes of this worker are explained, 
the foliowing analysis of the situation is presented: 


Factors abetting the practice. Unless the legislature 
should enact a law forbidding religious te teach in public 
schools, the following facts seem to indicate that this 
practice may continue, if not increase, for an indefinite 
period: (1) In several localities in the vicinity ef schools 
conducted by religious, Catholic and notmGatholic parcnte 
alike move during the echool semester into the towns where 
these schools are located for the express purpose of cending 
their children te such schools. (2) Im mont places the reli~ — 
gious teaching in these schools give their time gratie outside 
of school houra to the cause of religious inatruction of the 
children, « wach appreciated practice not found so frequently 
among lay teachers. (3) In almost all iustances the religious 
in these schools perform acts of charity in the areas in which 
they teach that call for sacrifices beyond the Limits of duty. 
(4) The mJjority of administrators an? supervisors have oxly 
praise for the school work and cooperation of the religious. | 
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(5) Many non-Catholics as well as Gatholics have expressed 
their deepest satisfaction with the “atmosphere” (discipline 
and attitudes of pupils and teashede) in schools conducted by 
religious. (6) A great number of Catholics in the State-mand 
@ost non-Catholics avare of the fact~-appreciate that the 
lives of these religious are consecrated by solemn vows to 
perform to the best of their ability the tasks which confront 


them. 


Factors impeding the practice. ‘This investigater has 
found that there is a great deal of enti~Catholicism in the 
State, but not nearly so much ag some would contend. Ho 
doubt bigotry as well as sincere, comscientious objection 
will be factora to impede the progress of this practice, but 
in combined potency they do not compare with “politics” as « 
possible obstacle to the continuance of instruction by reli- 
gious in the New Mexico public schools. Finelly, the reli- 
gious, themselyes,--should restrictions to which they could 
not conscientiously adhere be imposed upon then (cf. the 
Leaving of the albuquerque tow achools by the Sisters of 
Charity, ppe 12 and 28)--may put en end to this practice.

Or as long as it ie not te the politiciang* disadvantage to 
have religious en, in the public echools of their 
diatrict, the ritictous (under the game ve circumstances mentioned 
_aove } may continue to be employed. Finally, should 4¢ prove 
te the disadvantege of powerful political groupe with special 
istteresta te have religious engaged in the work of public 
education in their aistricts, the politieiane will find a 


way to remove the religious fron the public schools, 
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This worker hes been unable te determixe in any partic- 
ular case whether it would be to the advantage or cisadvantaze 
of lecal politicians to retain, discharge, or commence to 
esiploy religious, Sistere or Brothera, in the public schools 
within the districts controlied by these politicians. 

Finally, although no attempt has been made ebjectively 
t© mexsure their contributions to Publis education in this 
States from what has been written here it should seem obvioug 
that Zisters and Brothers, by renouncing opportunities to be 
étationed at foundations offering higher salaries and more 
modern accommodations and comforts and volunteering to work
